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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to claim 2, Ono et al. show the 
channel layer AS (figs. 1 and 3) is formed along the signal line DL and extended to a portion of the scanning GL It is important to note 
that the extended portion of the scanning line GL (a gate electrode of the transistor) is also considered as a part of the scanning line. 
Similarly, in regards to claim 9, a channel layer AS on the gate insulating layer Gl to cross the scanning line GL (the extended portion of 
the scanning line GL which acts as the gate electrode of the transistor) having a portion extended to a top of at least one of the scanning 
lines GL. Since the source and drain electrodes in the LCD device can be alternate with each other when the polarities are reversed 
during operation (col. 4, lines 56-64 of Ono et al.), the DL becomes the source electrode and the SD1 becomes the drain electrode. Ono 
et al. do meet the limitation of claim 15 .
